ABOUT TO ENTER LIFEBOAT 


Survivors of Ill-fated Hamp- 
shire Say that Cruiser 
Struck Mine 


London, June 15.—Details of soine 
of the incidents on board the British 
cruiser Hampshire just befuse it sank 
,off the Orkneys last week, causing 
the death “of Field-Marsaul Earl Kit- 
chener, are given in an official state- 
iment issued to-night, based on statc- 
ments by the dozen survivors cf the 
cruiser who were washed ashore cua 
raft. : 
|.''From the reports of tie twelve 
‘survivors of the Hampshize,” says 
the statement, ‘‘the following con- 
‘clusions were reached: 

“As the men were going to their 
stations before abandoning the ship, 
Lord Kitchener, accompanied by a 
naval officer, appeared. The latter 
said, ‘Make way for Lord Kitchener,’ 
and both ascended to the quarter 
deck. Subsequently four military of- 
fi. srs were seen there, walking aft on 
the port side. 
| “The captain called Lord Kitchen- 
er to the fore bridge, near where the 


captain’s boat was hoisted. The cap- ' 


tain also called Lord Kitchener to 
enter the boat. It is unknown if Lord 
Kitchener entered it or what happen- 
ed to any boat.” 

| WHEN HAMPSHIRE WAS SUNK 
| “The Hampshire was proceeding a- 
long the west coast of the Orkneys. 
‘A heavy gale was blowing, and seas 
were breaking over the ship, which 
necessitated her being partially bat- 
tened down. Between 7.30 o’clock and 
7.45 p.m. the vessel struck a mine, 
and began at once to settle by the 
bows, heeling over to starboard be- 
fore she finally went down about 15 
minutes after. 

“Orders were given by the captain 
for all hands to go to their establish 
‘ed stations before abandoning ship. 
‘Some of the hatches were opened and 
the ship’s company went. quickly to 
their stations. Efforts were made 
to lower some of the boats. 
Onc of them was broken in half and 
its occupants were thrown into the 
water.

float. Three rafts were safely launch- 
ed, and with about 50 to 75 men on 
each, got clear. It was daylight up 
lto about 11 o’clock. Though the rafts 
with these large numbers of men got 
away, in one case, out of over 70 men 
aboard, only six survived. The sur- 
‘vivors all report that the men gradu- 
ally dropped off, even dicd aboard the 
rafts from exhaustion and exposure 
to cold. Some of the crew must have 
perished in trying to land on the 
rocky coast after such a long expos- 
ure. Some died after landing.’:

Number “150, 000 


Russian Advance Along Whole 
Southeastern Front Has Astonished 
All Europe. 


Vetrograd, June 16.— The Austri- 
ans have evacuated Czernowitz, cap- 
ital of Bukowina, according to’ des- 
patches to the semi ollicial »etrograd 
news agency from Bukowina by way 
‘of Bucharest. 

Petrograd, June 15—The following 
statement was given out to-day: 

‘Supplementary reports give the 
exact numbers of prisoners taken as 
one general, three commanders, 2,467 
lomicers, five doctors and 15v,0UU men, 
We also have captured 163 cannon, 
266 maebine guns, 139 bomb throw- 
‘ers and 32 mine throwers. 

‘The offensive of General Brusiloff

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Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in peraon at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitablo 
house is required except whore resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead

NO DEMONSTRATION 


There was no demonstration of any 
kind when the final decision was 
reached.

Teuton Losses From 
Pripet to Rumania 
Now Total 400, 000 


LONDON, June 15.— Confidence 
prevails among Russian observers of 
the offensive along the southern sec- 
tion of the battle line that the cat- 
alogue of the successes won by Cen- 
jerals Brusiloff and Letchitsky is by 
‘no means complete, telegraphs Reu- 
jter's Petrograd correspondent. Jt is 
estimated that the ‘Teuton _ losses 
along the front from the Pripet to 
'the Rumanian border now total 300,- 
000, or nearly half the original 
‘effectives. 

Great satisfaction is felt with the 
re-establishment of contact with the 
Teutons along the whole southwest- 
ern front, but attention is chiefly 
centered upon the operations for 
|Kovel, Vladimir-Volynski, | Czerno- 
witz and Kolomea. Col. Shumski, 
‘summarizing the results of the fight- 
ing, makes the deduction from the 
latest official Russian statement that 
‘the entire line of the Stripa is now 
occupied by the Russians. 

Northwest of Buezacz a number of 
good roads run westward to the 
‘Podgoritz railway, which is regarded 
as accounting for the vigor of _ the 
resistance in this sector to the Rus- 
sian advance. The village of Kozin, 
15 miles southwest of Dubno, cap- 
tured by the Russians, is on the 
road to Brody, which leads thence to 
Lemberg. 

The precipitaney of the recoil of 
the Austrians in many sectors is 
shown by the fact that the Russians 
found several telegraphic and_ tele- 
phonic installations intact, and are 


now using them. The cartridges 
captured in the Stripa trenches 
would have been suflicient for 


ithe use of the Austrians in the most 
heavy firing for several weeks,

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THE FUSE INQUIRY 

When Mr. Kyte first made his fuso 
charges he nearly succeeded in stam- 
peding the country, says the Toron- 
to News. Most normal people 
thought that a member of Parlia- 
ment would make no such specific 
and sweeping attack unless 
the proofs in his possession and the 
accused well on the road to the peni- 
tentiary. In painful suspense the coun 
try awaited the investigation before 
the Meredith-Duff Commission. As 
the inquiry dragged on day after day 
and the promised revelations did not 
occur Canadians grew impatient. 

Their attitude of painful suspense 
changed to ore of irritation with tho 
scandal-mongers who had promised 
so much and produced so little. 
Through the charges of Mr. Kyte and 
Mr. Carvell, Canada, the Canadian 
Government and the Shell Commit- 
tee lost caste in the eyes of Canadi- 
ans, in the United States, Great 
Britain and wherever the false state- 
ments were published. But it was 
not for long. There was a 
quick recovery and a sense of relied 
as it became apparent that, the pur- 
chase of fuses had been remarkably 
free from peculation or wrongdoing 

It is not even hinted in the evid- 
ence adduced that the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, or the Shell Committee, or 
any Canadian official, is compromis- 
ed by the commissions or profits al- 
leged to have been divided between 
Col. Allison and his partners. By 
misleading headings, by omission of 
favorable evidence, and by over-em- 
phasis upon other isolated pieces of 
testimony, hostile newspapers have 
sought to damage the Government. 
Nor has there been in these journals 
any decent recognition of the fact 
that the maligned Shell Committee 
turned back to the British War Office 
$32,000,000 of profits which the mem- 
bers of the committee might 
ally have retained for their own bene- 
fit.

R. T. Lowery, the sage of the 
Greenwood Ledge, has unburdened 
himself in a manner that will attracd 
a certain amount of sympathetic at- 
tention among newspaper publishers 
when he says:

Since the war began every 
local paper in Canada has given free, 
hundreds of dollars worth of space, 
boosting all kinds of funds and or- 
ganizations in connectior with the 
war.

Sioner to Investigate Oil 
Irregularities 


Red Deer Official Will Start 
His New Duties at Once 


His Honor Judge Lees, Red Deer, 
of the district court uf Alberta, has 
been appointed by the attorney-gen- 
eral, Hon. C. W. Cross, as a com- 
mission with further powers to in- 
vestigate all alleged oil irregularit- 
ies in the province. The appoint- 
ment. is of particular interest as 
nothing has been done in regard to 
investigatipg the oil companies since 
the full court of Alberta, on October 
5, 1915, granted the injunction asked 
by the Black Diamond Oil Company 
against his honor Judge Crawford, 
who originally composed the oil 
commission. Frank Ford, K.C., has 
been re-appointed advisory counsel. 

The path of the first oil commiss- 
jon was strewn with difliculties. On 
June 22, 1915, his honor Judge 
Crawford, Calgary, was named as a 
commission of one to inquire into 
the. promotion, general history, 4nd 
| management of the many hundred 
Alberta oil companies, under — the 
Public Inquiry act of 1908, . 

FIRST STUMBLING BLOCK 

One of the first companies to be 
‘probed was the Black Dianrond Oil 
‘Cumpany, and the company decided 
to fight the investigation, On Sep- 
tember 24, 1915, A. A. MeGillivray, 
Calgary, acting in behalf of the com- 
pany asked the court of appeal for 
an injunction on the grounds that if 
‘the commission had the power to 
hold an inquiry, it had not the 
power to compel the attendance — of 
witnesses nor to compel them to 
give evidence. Judgement was re- 
erved, 

INQUIRY WAS BLOCKED, 

Two weeks after the full court — of 
Alberta handed out its decision in 
the Black Diamond case, and grant- 
ed the injunction asked by th? oil 
company, thus bringing the inquiry 
fu an abrupt conclusion. The — in- 
function was granted on the ground 
fiat the statute under which the 
commission was operating, related 
solely to matters of purely public in- 
terest and that the commission was 
extending its scope when it started 
'tu probe the affairs of the Black Dia- 

10nd Oil Company. 

Until a short time ago no_ steps 
were taken to amend the act so that 
the vil commission might be given 
;full scope, but it is understood the 
new commission, Judge Lees, will 
have considerably more power to 
‘act, than his predecessor.

Countryside Pounded, Trenches 
Blown Into Nothing By 
Blast From German 
Cannon 


LONDON, June 14.— ‘‘ Canadian 
successes at Ypres,’’ is the flaming 
red contents of bills at the news- 
paper stands this morning. Again it 
is the British newspapermen who are 
made the sole media of this Cana- 
dian news. Canadian correspondents 
are still denied access to British 
headquarters which the British and 
Australian correspondents have  en- 
joyed. The Times’ first editorial 
pays handsome tribute to the valor 
and fortitude of the Canadians in 
checking the brewing Wurtembergers’ 
advance, despite an artillery devast- 
ation unexampled in the first eigh- 
teen months of war. Not merely 
were the trenches wrecked, but the 
whole countryside pounded and 
smashed. The British guns grow big- 
ger, but the need for them and un- 
limited supplies of shells is more im- 
perative than ever. The Times ad- 
mits that the German blow at the 
Ypres salient was the hardest action 
fought on Belgian soil since the sec- 
ond battle of Ypres, yet the Germans 
are no nearer breaking through than 
la year ago. The British general 
plans remain undisturbed. 

An amusing touch is given the 
Canadian success by the fact that 
the enemy exhibited an enormous 
white placard on the parapet, read- 
ing, ‘Take warning by Kitchener's 
fate. Germany is invincible.’’ Major 
'Beckles Wilson, in special messages 
to the Express, Morning Post and 
other journals, says: ‘‘Both the 
characters and spelling of the pla- 
card were atrocious. It was brought 
in by a raiding party and provoked 
infinite amusment in our lines.”

Our mines have only enough men now 
to work half time, and we do not expect the situation to 
improve any between now and the winter. If we have any 
cold weather at all next winter, coal is going to be very 
scarce, and any of your customers who can afford it should 
protect themselves during the next two or three months.

\dered by teachers, it will surely be 
admitted that there is not only tho 
strongest legal, but also the strong- 

st moral, claim for payment. With- 
lin two weeks the city must pay the 
salaries of the teachers. 

These two items mentioned, viz., 
the debenture payments and the 
chool demand, are items over which 

the Council have no control: items 
‘that they have no power to reduce. 
Together they form more than two 
jthirds of the total demand that the 
teity makes upon its citizens, and 
their is this fact to be faced, viz.: 
jthat last year there were not enough 
| taxes paid to pay the debenture and 
jschool charges. 

As regards administration charges, 

we believe we are using every endea- 
vor and taking every opportunity to 
cut down the running expenses. Sinco 
the estimates were finally approved 
we have been able to effect con- 
lsiderable savings, notably in tho 
Fire Department. We also intend go- 
ing over the estimates again in an 
endeavor to effect further savings. 

Finally the whole thing resolves
